‘*‘Where will Martin’s strength goto?’’ was 
the question of the hour this morning when 
the convention assembled. It appeared to be 
the general impression that the race had nar- 
rowed down to Henry and Brace, and that 
Martin would withdraw after a few 
ballots. This idea was combatted vigorously 
by the Martin men who denied that they had 
ever considered such a contingency. When 
Frank Blair was asked where Martin’s vote 
would go to eventually he refused to admit 
that any candidate other than Martin would 
ever get it for Supreme Judge. 

‘**The race is between Henry and Brace is it 
not?’’ 

‘*Don’t you believe a word of it. Martin’s 
not «a dead cock in the pit by any means.’’ 


men keep, itis evident that Martin’s vote is 
less secure than that of his more successful 
opponents. Maj. C. C. Rainwaterclaimed this 
morning that When the Martin break occurred 
Henry would receive the lion’s share of the 
vote. ‘‘Ilf Henry gains on the first ballot he 
is good as nominated,’’ said the Major. ‘‘Mar- 
tin is out of the fight. -Henry’s strength will 
stick to him through thick andthin. The 
Sontheast vote will certainly come to us 
when it leaves Martin—thbere can be -no 
question aboutit. Did you observe last night 
how anxious the Brace men were to adjourn 
after they saw how strong Henry was on the 
first ballot? Previosus to thatthey were red 
hot for a long session and immediate nomina- 
tion.’’ 

Secretary of State Mike McGrath was rada- 
iant. His reputation as a political prog- 


nosticator had been vindicated on 
last night’s ballots. ‘‘Of all of the calcula- 
tions made by the friends cf the different can- 
didates, mine came nearest being correct. I 
was within ten votes ofthe vote on the first 
ballot. You can say this morning that Martin 
is practically out of the race; in fact, he never 
was in it, andthe fightis between Brace and 
Henry. with the chances largely in favor of 
the latter. Why, pshaw! the Martin men have 
begged, borrowed and prayed for the few 
votes they've got and itis reasonabie to sup- 
pose that they will desert therm at the first op- 
portunity. The only question now is: Where 
will Martin’s votes goto’ I think that Henry 
will get them, particularly the southeast 
vote.’’ 

The Brace men are equaliy as confident of 
securing the Martin vote as are the Henry 
men and with probably more reason. They 
claim that the Martin and Brace men will com- 
bine to beat Henry. Inquiry by a PostT-Dts- 
PATCH reporter elicited the 


the managers of the Martin canvass 
feel more favorably towards Brace 
than towards Henry, and that §sbould

A great deal of 
trading has been done by them this morning, 
however,and itis predicted that immediately a 
candidate for Supreme Judge shows a material 
gain, the candidates for the other offices will 
stampede their friends for himin the hope of 
coming in for reciprocal favors later un. 

Col. Deatherage, candidate for Railroad 
Commisioner, will swing what vote he can for 
Judge Brace; Webb is a John O’Day man and, 
of course, is for Henry. Theidea that these 
candidates will affect the vote as between 
Henry and Brace receives little considera- 
tion. The ultimate disposition of the Martin 
vote is the all-absorbing question of the con-

Sketch of the Career of the Next Supreme 
Judge. 


Theodore Brace is a resident of Paris in Mon- 
roe County. He was born June, 1835, in Alle- 
gheny County, Md. He only secured 
a common school education but studied law 


rivately and was admitted to the bar when 
ut 19 years old, in 1856. At the end of the 
next year he came to Missouri. 
He entered the Confederate army when the 
war began and served as a private soldier. 
His first political office was given him in 1874 
when he was elected to fill a vacancy in 
the State Senate. He was elected in 1880 
Judge ofthe Sixteenth Judicial Circuit which 
office he has sirce held. He is a Bourbon 
Democrat and an eloquent speaker. He put 
Crittenden in nomination for Governor, mak- 
ing at the time the hit of the convention.

VEST AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

Senator VEstT’s convention speech of 

yesterday, asreported this morning, con- 
tained this passage: 

I have always found in politics that the out- 
spoken way is the best way. It isso much 
more pleasant than to be ademagogue. What 
is the trouble in this State of Missouri? I will 
tell you. You have not carried out the laws 
in regard to the railroads. [Cheers.] 1 trust 
in God I am not one of those politicians who 
go through the country denouncing men 
because they are rich, or denouncing cor- 
porations because they are corporations. I 
have taken fees from corporations and have 
been what is called arailroad lawyer. If it 
has affected my politics, I don’tknowit. I 
say here now, that the only just rule eitherin 
the State Legislature or National Congress is 
to pass such laws as will equally protect the 
great corporations of the country who are ag- 
gregating in their own hands the woney power 
of this continent, and the people who are 
supporting by their toil the business that is 
enriching these companies, 

From Senator VEsT’s course in the Sen- 
ate no man would infer that the fees he 
had earned as a railroad lawyer had af- 
fected his politics. But we believe this is 
the first time since the Constitution of 
1875 was adopted that the voice of Senator 
VEST has been raised in Missouri, in con- 
ventions or on the stump, for some bet- 
ter legal protection of the people from the 
abuses of railroad power. But better 
late than never, and while thankful that 
a voice so influential has at last been 
heard on the right side, we could wish it 
had been a little more clear in its utter- 
ance. While talking so much and so 
well about strict adherence and strict 
obedience tothe Constitution of the United 
States, he might have, putin a word or two 
for the long-nullified XIIth article of Mis- 
souri’s Constitution. As the Legislature 
which elected him was at faultin this re- 
spect, it would seem that, so far as the 
State Constitution is concerned, he felt as 
the Irish member he told about felt in re- 
gard tothe United States Constitution— 
thatit was avery venerable and sacred 
instrument, but ‘‘should not be allowed 
to come between friends.”

The Forfeited Public Lands. 


From the Boston Herald. 

There is crimination and recrimination be- 
tween certain peuple at the West over the 
failure of the bill to reclaim to the National 
Governinent the forfeited lands under the 
Northern Pacific Railroad grant. The subject 
is well understood by lobbyists and others be- 
hind the scenes. It was not intended that 
any bill taking the lands from the corporation 
should pass. The Senate bill, which forfeits 
the lands not earrféd by the Northern Pacific 
up to. the present time, might huve been 
adopted. No more comprehensive measure 
could. But it is shrewdly suspected that 
more than one Senator who voted for the 
more moderate scheme is not troubled atits 
a to pass. Thefriends of the road—and 
they are more than appear ostensibly in legis- 
lation—looked on with confidence and com- 
placency, in view of a disagreement which 
they had reason to know was sure to come. 
Several Western members thus get the credit 
of being implacable enemies of the North- 
ern Pacific, while that corporation keeps its 
land grant in safety. These disagreements 
between the two Houses of Congress are 
convenient forms for the prevention of legis- 
lation. 


Bayard’s Blunder, * 
From the New York WORLD. 

The only difficulty or stumbling-block in the 
way of a settlement seems to have been 
placed there by our own Government. Sec- 
retary Bayard made an unfortunate biunder 
when on imperfect information he sent a per- 
emptory ‘'demand’’ for the liberation of Cut- 
ting, whom he claimed to have been ‘‘illegal- 
ly’’ arrested and imprisoned. Of course it 
followed that ifthe ‘‘demand’’ was notobeyed 
an immediate hostile demonstration ought to 
have been made. Otherwise the hasty des- 
patch would become ridiculous. Put neither 
Congress nor the people could discover any 
itecessity forthe ‘‘demand,’’ nor could they 
recognize any merit in our display of Jack- 
sonian firmness In such a case against a 
weakly neighbor. Hence, while peaceful and 
proper diplomatic negotiations are going on, 
the ‘‘demand’’ remains suspended in the air, 
as it were, awaiting future developments. - It 
is to be hoped that the hasty despatch will be 
forgotten inthe course of more regular and 
deliberate proceedings, and that, despite all 
the anger that has been exhibited over the 
affair, an amicable and honorable settlement 
will be reached.

DON’T WANT CONVENTIONS. 


A Cattleman Who Thinks They Do No 
Good. 

James A. Jackson, a cattleman from near 

Rawlins, Wyo., talked to areporter this morn- 


ing in the rotunda of tie Lindell. 
He said. “65 do not think the 
cattle interests have been benefited 


in the least by the conventions that have been 
heldin st. Louis or elsewhere and am not 
certain that there will ever be another conven. 
tion in that interest. Not the slightest 
good has been accomplished. fThe cattlemen 
got together and talked; they talked about a 
National trail to let Texas cattie into the 
Northwest Territories; they talked about 
quarantine restrictions. They talked a great 
deal; but it has all amounted to nothing. 
The country will neveraliow the establish- 
ment of atrail to Montana from Texas, wide 
enough to maintain the cattle that 
woul be driven the 
States through which it would go 
would enter the most emphatic protests 
against it. That was all the Texans wanted in 
going into conventions—that ftrali. And that 
Was Whatthe other cattlemen did not want.

‘HUNKY DORY.” 


The Famous Elephant Shot and Killed in 
Central Park. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New York, August 19.—‘‘Hunky Dory,’’ an 
elephant, was born in the jungles of India six 
yearsago. When he was two years old he 
was captured and sent to this country, where 
he became the property of John B. Doris, 
showman. Hunky Dory was as awkward 
and uneducated as any elephant 
fresh from his native forest might 
be, but was docile and good natured, 


and before oe. become a refined and pol- 
ished animal. e was happy in his adopted 
home and nothing came to mar his pleasure 
until last Friday night. The circus had been 
at Yonkers during the day and Hunky Dory 
had done his part towards entertaining the 
visitors. He walked the tigbt-rope, played 
gee-saw with a brother elephant, waltzed 
and danced on upturned tubs

children around the ring. After getting 
through with the rr, work, he was led out 
into an open lot and left with a bundle of hay 
to passthe night. The precaution had been 
takento put aheavy chain around one leg 
and fasten itjto a post. Inthe morning, when 
his keeper went to give him his breakfast, 

eat tears stood in Hunky Dory’s cheeks and 

e held up one of his front legs asifin pain. 
An examination showed that the leg was 
broken. Superintendent Conklin of the Me- 
magerie in Central Park was sent for. He 
said it would be along time before the ele- 

hant could perform again. On the following 
day the elephant was put into a car and taken 
to Jersey City. While he was there Mr. Doris 
decided to send him to Central Park and have 
him kilied. A big cattle truck brought him to 
New York, andon Tuesday night he was put 
into a little building just back of the menage- 
rie inthe park. He could not lie down, and 
he stood moaning and crying with pain. Mr.

DECIDED TO HAVE HIM SHOT 

at7o’clock last evening. A few minutes be- 
fore that hour the elephant followed one of 
the park-keepers out of the door of his tempo- 
rary home. All his legs except the broken 
one were tied securely with large chains and 
were fastened to a heavy iron fence. Henry 
Bergh had been informed that the shooting 
was to take place, and he sent his nephew, 
Henry Bergh, Jr., and two of his men to 
see that no cruelty was practiced. 
Conklin marked a spot at the 
of the elephant’s brain with white 
chalk for Peter Shannon, who was to fire the 
shot, but Jennes Richardson, taxidermist, 
disagreed with Mr. Conklin as to the place 
where the ball would penetrate the brain, and 
marked another white spot over the right 
temple. During this argument and prepara- 
tion the elephant stood with the imjured leg 
drawn up and whining piteously. The crowd 
waited atiently while Shannon 
the rifle to his shoulder and _ took 
a long aim and pulled the _ trig- 
ger. A loud bellow from the elephant 
and the sharp report of therifie sounded al- 
most together. Every one expected to see 
him fall, but he stood lashing his tail and 
throwing his body from side to side, all the 
time trumpeting loudly. A stream of blood 
that trickled down his face showed that the 
ball had gone straight to the mark. Another 
shot was fired and the only effect was to in- 
crease if possibile the animal’s bellowing. Mr.

Richardson now acknowledged the incor- 
rectness of his theory, and Shannon 
was told to aim at the white spot at 


the back ofthe head. He did so, and in an 
instant the huge black body lay upon the 
hard pavement kicking and writhing in a 
death agony.

A FATAL FIT. 


A Providence Barber Cuts a Customer’s 
Throat from Ear to Ear.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., August 19.—James 
Crosby, a middle-aged man and lately a 
liguor-dealer, had his throat+cut from ear to 
ear last evening by Patrick McCarron, aged 26, 
a barber anda sober, industrious workman. 
Eleven years ago this summer he was kicked 


in the head by a horse. His skull 
was trepanned and a silver plate 
set in. A year later, while 


at work in a mill, he was struck in the same 


place by a fellow workman's chin as he was 
rising suddenly from the floor. Since that 
time he has been subject to fits, followed by 
unconsciousness. Last evening Owen and 
James Crosby, brothers, who had a liquor 
store near the barber shop, went down to get 
shaved. Owen was attended to first, and as 
he left the shop James seated himself 
in the chair. McCarron lathered him 
and robably began to work on him 
with his razor, but as no one was in the shop 
the exact facts cannot be ascertained. . At any 
rate, one of the fits seized McCarron and he 
cut Crosby’s throat from eartoear. Crosby 
rose from the chair and staggered out to the 
street, where he fell against a flight of steps 
and was helped to his home. He died in 


a few moments. McCarron, in the 
meantime, came out of his fit, 
and razor in hand went into the 


street to see what had attracted such a crowd 
as had gathered. He was ignorant of what he 
had done, forhe asked his mother what the 
matter was. His two sisters, seeing the razor 
in his hand, attempted to take it from him, 
and were both badly cut. He was finaily 
quieted and locked up. The Crosby brothers 
and McCarron were warm personal friends.

WENT TO JAIL. 


Col. Bolton of the Chicago Post-Office Re- 
Arrested on New Charges. 
CHICAGO, August 19.—W. H. Bolton, late 
superintendent of second-class matter in the 
post-office, was re-arrested yesterday, on a 
warrant sworn out by Inspectors Bassett and 
Kidder. The discoveries of the inspectors, it 
is claimed, show a defalcation of neariv $12,000 
whichis daily increasing.

Col. Bolton had a good record, bad 
made no attempt to escape, and yet he was 
pressed as if he was a common thief. ‘‘The 
matter ceases to be prosecution and becomes 
persecution,’’ c@cliaded Mr. Pierce. 
Commissioner Hoyne decided to hold Col. 
solton in the sum named by Mr. Ewing, and 
Mr. Pierce offered himself as security. Mr. 
Ewing did not think him good beyond the 
bonds he had already signed and declined to 
accepthim. Col. Bolton approached the Com- 
missioner at this juncture and said angrily: 
‘*Make out your commitment and Iwill goto 
jail. Youhave done everything you can to 
disgrace and persecute me. Now do your 
worst.’’ The papers were made out. The 
inspectors say that on the night previous to 
Col. Bolton’s first arrest they examined 
his safe at his oflice and found in a private box 
a check-book and two small note-books con- 
taining a memoranda ofthe alleged stealings 
during the months of March, April, May, 
October, Noveinber and December, 1885. The 
accuracy of the memoranda, it is said, has 
been verified by the investigations. Col. 
Bolton was taken to the jail last evening, but 
atalate hour was allowed to leave in charge 
of a Deputy United States Marshal and spent 
the night at a hotel.
